4. (Previously presented) The method according to claim 3 wherein said starch is 
hydrothermally treated waxy starch.

13. (Previously presented) The method according to claim 3, wherein the starch has 
an amylopectin content of at least 80%. 

14. (Previously presented) The method according to claim 3, wherein the starch is 
waxy maize starch. 

15. (Previously presented) The method according to claim 3, wherein said 
therapeutic food composition comprises per unit sufficient starch to maintain blood glucose 
concentration of greater than 3.0 mmol 1* at 300 min post administration. 

16. (Previously presented) The method according to claim 11, wherein said 
therapeutic food composition comprises per unit sufficient starch to maintain blood glucose 
concentration of greater than 2.25 mmol 1"* at 450 min post administration. 

17. (Previously presented) The method according to claim 3, wherein said 
therapeutic food composition comprises per unit dose greater than 50 g of starch.

a) a therapeutic food composition as defined in claim 3; and 

b) instructions for ingesting said therapeutic food composition.

35. (New) A method of treating liver disease in an individual, said method including 
the step of administering to said individual a therapeutic food composition comprising a waxy 
starch. 
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
